NEW DEAL 
ON HOMES 


COUNCIL chiefs have launched a 
unique property owning scheme for 
its tenants. 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
announced the scheme on 
Wednesday as a 'national first' and 
a 'groundbreaking alternative to 
Right to Buy'. 

Tenants will have the option to 
buy a maximum of 70 per cent of 
their council home. But once they 
decide to sell. Barking and 
Dagenham Council buy back the 
equity at market rate to retain the 
property for future tenants. 


Councillor Darren Rodwell, 
leader of Barking and Dagenham 
Council, said: “London’s ridicu¬ 
lously expensive property market 
has meant the idea of home owner¬ 
ship for most ordinary people is 
just a pipedream. 

“Barking and Dagenham has the 
lowest level of owner-occupation in 
London, so it is important that we 
help those on low incomes to get a 
foot on the housing ladder. This will 
also help create a stable community 
where no-one is left behind.” 

The scheme will be available to 


all council tenants who meet the 
Right to Buy criteria, however, the 
70 per cent share ceiling will mean 
the property always remains a 
housing option for those on lower 
incomes. The schem is also protect¬ 
ed from landlords sub-letting. 

The council's cabinet meeting 
agreed to finance the scheme on 
Tuesday June 28. 

Council tenants will purchase a 
share of between 25 per cent and 70 
per cent of their property. 

Cllr Dominic Twomey, deputy 
leader, said: “We think the council 


has a vital role to play in improving 
the prosperity and quality of life of 
our residents. 

“At the moment we need to offer 
a shield to protect our residents 
from the continued effects of aus¬ 
terity, welfare reform and the dam¬ 
aging Housing and Planning Bill’s 
‘pay to stay’ which will hit many 
local families.”

Customer rats on dirty eaterie 


A TAKEAWAY restaurant has 
been closed down and hailed 
as a ‘serious risk to public 
health’. 

Hygiene officers made a 
series of shocking discoveries 
including mouse droppings, 
mouldy black pudding and 
bacon that was turning green. 


A food safety inspector from 
Waltham Forest Council 
visited Hamburger Grill on 
Walthamstow High Street after 
a customer complained about 
seeing a rat in the toilets. 

As soon as the officer 
entered the kitchen area he 
noticed that it was ‘thick with 


grease and extremely dirty’. 

The inspector found mouse 
droppings on a shelf where 
food was being stored and next 
to plates customers eat from. 

Rat and mouse droppings 
were found in the rear food 
store and a large rat hole was 
found in a cupboard. 

A large amount ol 
mouldy food was dis¬ 
covered on the premis¬ 
es, including on fruil 
and in jars of pickled 
beetroot and gherkins. 

All of the containers 
on the premises were 
greasy and encrusted 
with food. 

Due to the serious 
risk to public health, 
the inspector served 
a hygiene emergency 
prohibition notice on 
the premises, meaning 
it would have to shul 
immediately. 

A hygiene emergency 
prohibition order was 
then ordered a1 
Stratford Magistrates 
Court, which means 
the premises will have 
to remain closed until 
the hygiene issues have 
been addressed. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, 
deputy leader and cabi¬ 
net member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “We’ll 
always act on concerns 
raised by our residents. 
The list of hygiene 
breaches found in this 
restaurant was truly 
stomach churning.”

East London boroughs split 
50:50 on EU referendum 


PART of east London narrowly voted to exit the 
European Union in last week’s referendum. 

Boroughs in the YA’s distribution areas were 
split - two for Brexit and two against. 

In Havering, 69.7 per cent of voters chose to 
leave, while in Barking and Dagenham it was 
62.4 per cent. 

But in Waltham Forest the Remain campaign 
won 59.1 per cent, while in Redbridge it won 54 
per cent. 

Havering’s two Conservative MPs gave con¬ 
trasting reactions after Britain voted to leave the 
European Union. 

Dame Angela Watkinson MP, who supported 
Remain, said: “I am disappointed that the coun¬ 
try has voted, by a narrow majority, to leave the 
EU.” 

She added that she deeply regretted Prime 
Minister David Cameron’s decision to resign, 
and said that the “momentous” decision to leave 
the EU could trigger further calls for a Scottish 
independence referendum. 


She said: “As a democracy, we must now move 
forward and work together for the future of our 
country. The election of the new prime minister 
will trigger the two-year legal withdrawal period 
from the EU and negotiations on many fronts to 
set up new trading contracts. 

“We must do everything possible to maintain 
confidence in the UK economy during the com¬ 
ing period of great turbulence.” 

Romford MP Andrew Rosindell, who support¬ 
ed Leave, was “delighted and proud of the peo¬ 
ple of Havering” for the way they voted in the 
referendum. 

He had expected the vote for Leave in the bor¬ 
ough to be around the 70 per cent mark. 

Mr Rosindell said: “That was the reaction I 
was getting everywhere I went. 

“Overwhelmingly, it was a massively clear and 
unambiguous decision of the people of 
Havering.” 

He added: “There’s going to be a bit of uncer¬ 
tainty but we will be quickly back on track.”

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RSPCA and charity step in to give vital first feed 



Teamwork helps to 
save newborn foal 


THE life of a five-hour-old foal was saved 
thanks to quick-thinking RSPCA inspectors and 
staff from the Essex Horse and Pony Protection 
Society. 

When RSPCA inspectors Lucy Brennan and 
Marie Hammerton took a call about a newborn 
foal, who had not yet been able to feed, they had 
to act quickly. Rushing to the field near London 
Road, Epping, they found the foal collapsed with 
his distressed mother standing over him. 

Inspector Brennan said: “When we found the 
little chap, he was in a bad way. It’s absolutely 
essential that foals get that first feed from their 
mothers successfully, as it contains vital nutri¬ 
ents needed for them to survive those crucial 
first few hours after they’re bom. 

“We think he was born just before lunchtime, 
which means he had been several hours without 
his first milk feed. I lifted him onto his feet three 
times but he kept falling back so I called a vet 
immediately, who advised us to try and get some 
milk into the foal as soon as possible.” 

The inspectors called the Essex Horse and 


Pony Protection Society for assistance and two 
staff members arrived. Between them, they sep¬ 
arated the mare and foal from the other horses in 
the field so they could focus on calming the 
mare and attending to the foal. 

Inspector Hammerton knocked on doors of 
nearby homes to ask for a baby bottle and once 
she had one the group hand-milked the mare 
before bottle-feeding the foal. 

Inspector Brennan said: “After some time 
feeding the foal and caring for the mare, we 
managed to locate the owner, and as the foal was 
a little brighter by this point, he then arrived with 
a horse box to transport both mare and foal back 
to his yard. 

“This is a great example of the type of multi¬ 
agency work we do with other equine charities to 
help improve the welfare of horses, and in this 
case, save a life. We are grateful to the Essex 
Horse and Pony Protection Society for their 
help, they were fantastic.” 

The foal is now doing well and is on his feet 
and feeding from mum on his own.

Kiwi stars as Eagles move to within touching distance of quarter-finals

Surrey v Essex Eagles 
NatWest T20 Blast South at the 
Kia Oval

Essex won by 8 wickets

JESSE Ryder was the hero as 
Essex Eagles made it two NatWest 
T20 Blast vietories inside 24 
hours, soundly seeing off Surrey 
in a rain-hit mateh to give them¬ 
selves a fighting ehanee of reaeh- 
ing the quarter-finals. 

Having invited the hosts to bat, 
Essex restrieted Surrey to an 
impoverished total of 117/9 from 
their 20 overs. 

Sam Curran was the piek of the 
Surrey order. His knoek of 32 was 
eventually eurtailed by the bowl¬ 
ing of New Zealander Matthew 
Quinn. 

Dwayne Bravo joined the sup¬ 
porting east, hitting 20 before he 
was removed, eaught Ryan ten 
Doesehate, Quinn again profiting 
with the ball. Nevertheless, those 
around fell even eheaper as the 


Essex attaek eontinued their stran¬ 
glehold on proeeedings. 

Graham Napier finished with 
impressive figures of 3/28, while 
there were two wiekets apieee for 
Quinn and Dan Lawrenee. 

Despite setting Essex a target of 
just 5.85 per over, Surrey gave 
themselves hope by removing 
Kishen Velani without seoring in 
the seeond over. 

However, Ryder and Westley ear¬ 
ned the fight for Essex with a see¬ 
ond wieket stand of 39. The latter 
departing for 19 having been 
trapped Ibw by Bravo. 

But Ryder was elearly in the 
mood, moving Essex within 
touehing distanee before the rain 
intervened. 

Onee the showers had passed, 
the Uamboyant Kiwi reaehed 52*, 
ably assisted by an unbeaten 36 
from Ravi Bopara to see the visi¬ 
tors eomfortably over the line with 
3.1 overs to spare. 

This was the Eagles third vieto- 
ry of what has so far been a frus¬ 
trating eampaign. 

Nevertheless, they now sit in 
seventh plaee in the South Group, 


just two points adrift of Sussex in 
the final qualifieation plaee for 
the quarter-finals. 

Essex now faee Kent Spitfires at 
the Essex County Ground on 
Friday, July 1 (7pm) in the 
NatWest T20 Blast South Group, 
with everything to play for. 

■ Wahab Riaz’s spell with Essex 
County Crieket Club has eome to 
a premature end after he was 
ealled up early to a Pakistan train¬ 
ing squad ahead of their upeoming 
Test series against England. 

Having joined The Eagles at the 
beginning of the NatWest T20 
Blast eampaign, Riaz was sehed- 
uled to play the first seven mateh- 
es. 

Essex head eoaeh Chris 
Silverwood said: “It’s a shame 
Wahab’s spell has been eut short. 

“Obviously we understand that 
his international eommitments 
eome first and that is the risk you 
take when signing international 
quality players.” 

The Pakistan international does 
have the option to return to the 
elub should Silverwood’s men 
reaeh Finals Day.

Jaek Noons eompleted the line-up 
with points in both 200m and 400m. 

The team are two points elear of 
the eombined Ashford, Thanet, 
Invieta and Paddoek Wood squad.

Also in aetion were Faye Fullerton 
who bagged a late invitation to run 
in the 1500m and ran 4m 30.76s in 
her heat and 18-year-old Miehelle 
Hughes who ran 64.82s in the 400m 
hurdles heats. 

Hughes’s younger sibling Mayi 
showed impressive form in finish¬ 
ing seeond in her first heptathlon at 
the Anglian Sehools Combined 
Events Championships at 
Peterborough on Sunday. 

After winning the 80m hurdles in 
12.0s Mayi equalled her high jump 
best with 1.61m and rounded off 
day one with a 9.94m shot and 
200m PB of 27.0s. A long jump of 
4.90m and javelin PB of 30.63m 
saw Mayi line up for the 800m 
where she took almost 10 seeonds 
off her best with 2m 42.5s to seore 
4331 points, behind Suffolk’s 
Katrina Kemp, leading the Essex 
Inter Girls team to qualify for the 
national finals.

DEFENDER Mark Phillips explained to 
Yellow Sport his reason behind leaving 
National League Braintree Town to link up 
with Kent outfit Ebbsfleet United. 

The 33-year-old enjoyed a superb eam¬ 
paign with the Iron, landing the elub’s Player 
of the Year award in the proeess, but felt the 
time was right to move on. 

He said: “There was no reason partieularly. 
Obviously we had a great season last year at 
Braintree. But there was a little bit of uneer- 
tainty what with manager Danny Cowley 
leaving for Lineoln City and nobody really 
knowing who the new boss was going to be, 
it was just left a little bit open.

They also have a 
great ehanee of pushing for promotion from 
the National League South. I was impressed 
with the set-up at Stonebridge Road, they are 
a professionally run elub.” 

Despite eutting his ties with Braintree, the 
former Southend United man spoke highly 
of the elub and fans, adding: “I had an amaz¬ 
ing year at Braintree. I want to thank the elub 
and the fans so mueh. It was probably up 
there with one of the best seasons of my 
eareer. 

“What we did was ineredible. I hope they 
ean follow it up under the management of 
Jamie Day and push on again during this 
eampaign. 

“Unfortunately, I won’t be playing in the 
same division this season, but I hope that 
won’t be for too long and that Ebbsfleet ean 
fulfill their potential.” 

Meanwhile, Braintree have further bol¬ 
stered their squad with the signing of Harry 
Lee from Welling United. The 21-year-old 
midfielder links up with former boss Jamie 
Day at Cressing Road after he had joined 
Welling from Sky Bet League Two outfit 
Leyton Orient in January, where he made 
seven Football League appearanees. 

Previously, Lee enjoyed a loan spell with 
Farnborough. 

Ryman League Division One North new 
boys Bowers & Pitsea have signed Ben 
Sartain from loeal rivals Basildon United. 

Sartain links up with the Len Salmon 
Stadium elub after helping the Bees to the 
runners-up spot in the Essex Senior League 
as well as lifting the ESL Cup.
